In the remark applicant argues that the cited reference failed to teach: "determinining, by the mediation system, a context associated 
with the service reservation selection, the context comprising information regarding the availability of the mediation subscriber" as recited 
in Claim 1. 

In response to applicant's arguments: 

Prior art Waytena (U.S. Patent No. 5,978,770) discloses a system and method for assigning and managing patron reservations for one 
or more of a plurality of attractions. A patron uses a personal communication device (PCD) to request for a particular attraction. Based 
on the incomming reservation request which include a specific time of an attraction the patron want to come (see Col. 23 lines 3-4) and 
the information regarding the availability of the patron, an attaction computer calculates a proposed reservation time for the patron (see 
Col. 23 line 57 to Col. 24 line 25). The availability information of the patron includes timing of other reservations maded by the patron, 
and/or how much time available for the patron to reach next reservation previously made (see Col. 24 lines 29-37). 

Thus, it should be cleared that Waytena teaches determining, by the attraction computer, a proposed reservation time (context) based on 
the information regarding the availability of the patron including those described above as claimed by the applicant. 
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
